The Archives in Montgomery returned the microfilm copies of the old newSpapers 
they had been refilming, to the University of Alabama Main Library on Monday 
of this week. 


I have today scanned closely, all issues as found on the film: 
Z35 Eu8 EUTAW WHIG & OBSERVER 1840 - 1879 
Z35 Eu8 EUTAW WHIG AND PUBLIC ADVERTISER 1842 -1879 


I am sorry to have to report that I found no obituaries for either James Collins, 
Sr., or Jefferson Steinwinder, or for Martha S. S. Collins. First of all, the 
rolls of film do not contain a complete issue for each week, etc., but however 
the issues skip as much as a year sometime. They simply have just filmed what 
there does or did exist at the time of filming, to preserve these issues. 


There were very few Obituaries found at all, maybe a dozen total on both reels 
of film. These that were found are not by any means written as an Obit would 
be today. No list of survivors by name, etc.; only mentioning the father of a 
child who died, or maybe a loving sister that survived. 


While awaiting the film to be sent back, I did a little research on my own, with 
records in books we have here, and was able to find out a more definate date of 
death of James Collins, Sr. Mrs. Gandrud, in Alabama Records, Vol. 27, of 
Greene Co., page 12, has abstracted James Collins, Sr.'s will. The will was 
dated 17 June 1836, probated 14 November 1836. So, he died between these dates. 
Have you gone or had someone to follow this estate through the probate court 
records, to see just who how and who received what, etc? 


I found no mention of Martha S. S. Collins or Jefferson Steinwinder, in all the 
books that Mrs. Gandrud did, except these entries in Greene Co. Marriages:
